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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed August 25, 2009 has been entered. Claims 48, 51. 53-55, 57, 61-63, and 
65-67 have been amended. Claim 59 is rejoined as requested. 

Pursuant to the telephonic interview conducted on August 25, 2009, the amendment puts the 
application in condition for allowance. 

Claims 48-68 remain pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of Claims 48-58 and 60-68 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Application No. 2002/0028510 Al (Sanberg et al.; published March 7, 2002; filed March 9, 
2000), as evidenced by Rosu-Myles (2000, Stem Cells 18: 374-381), is withdrawn in view of the 
amendments to the claims. The claims now recite that the CD34+/-, Lin- cells are separated from other 
mononuclear cells present in umbihcal cord blood or peripheral blood, prior to administering. Sanberg et 
al. does not teach or suggest the administration of CD34+/-, Lin- cells that have been separated from other 
mononuclear cells present in umbilical cord blood or peripheral blood. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
